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BACHELOR APARTMENTS. 


THE UNEQUAL LOT OF MAN AND 
WOMAN IN GREAT CITIES. 


Comforts anil Luxuries Enjoyed by the 
Selfish llachelors Who Will 
Not 3Iarry.

N e w Y o rk , December 16, 1889. 
The New York definition of ‘‘Bachelor’ 
is one who is neither child nor woman. 
The bachelor may be young, old, married, 
very much married or pronouncedly single. 
Provided he is a man and able to pay, he 
is welcomed to a fraternity which grows 
steadily inore numerous, if the buildings 
put up for tiieir accommodation be a cri­ 
terion. They grow, and the bachelors 
may be presumed to grow in proportion. 
They (the buildings) rise up in all 
parts of the city—near the park, that 
bachelors may breathe the fresh air, ride 
on bicycles or horseback, drive in car­ 
riages, b; "¡es or the like, or ramble un­ 
disturbedly through leafy paths in summer 
or sunny glades in winter—on the confines 
of genteeldom, that bachelors may walk to 
any fro in going to business, according as 
the robustness or delicacy of their consti­ 
tutions may demand—in the heart of all 
that is convenient, that they mav with 
little delay visit florists, the opera, thea­ 
ters or go around generally. 
Convenience as to location is equalled 
by provision for comforts at home. The 
home of the bachelor is indeed the cosiest, 
the most inviting that can be imagined. 
If he desires any special color in his drap­ 
eries or furniture, there is variety from 
which to choose. If he desires to walk on 
Axrainster or Wilton carpets, Axminsters 
or Wiltons arespread before him. If he fan­ 
cies a stately tread on rugs and a gaze on 
hard-wood floors, both rugs and floors lie 
ready to be trodden upon or gazed at. Ev­ 
ery modern convenience awaits him and 
he can have a dozen baths a day if he 
should want them, for there stauds his own 
bath-tub secure trom profanation. 
Secure from profanation is the entire 
suite. The door once closed, behold a ver­ 
itable lord of creation. No one can ap­ 
proach too near or intrude upon him, but 
with a touch of the bell, he can bring a 
ministering tribe. Doctors will clamber 
out of bed for him and think it no trouble; 
nurses will wait on him dayor night; tele­ 
graph and messenger boys will cluster 
within or without, as the case may be; 
hall boys will do all that it is possible for 
hall boys to do, while proprietors will ex­ 
ercise general supervision and take care 
lest the winds of heaven might blow too 
roughly on the many-times guarded and 
watched over bachelor. 
Should lie at any hour of the day or 
night prefer speaking to ringing, behold 
an appliance lor so doing. Long rows 
of speaking-tubes in theoflices below corre­ 
spond with the prospective voices of so 
many bachelors above, and to answer them 
some man or boy attends all through the 
day, and from nightfall till dawn. Eleva­ 
tors run for their accommodation, even 
through the wee srna’ hours in the more 
expensive houses and in all, until at least 
1 o’clock. 
If quite well, but disinclined to go out 
to breakfast, behold an appetizing and al­ 
together lovely meal set daintily before 
him in hi? sitting-room or parlor. Seated 
lazily or luxuriously in his dressing-gown, 
he lifts not a finger until all is spread and 
he is invited to rise and eat. Having 
eaten, he arises, nor lifts a finger except 
perhaps to touch the magic bell, or, should 
he prefer, he may stalk forth at his pleas­ 
ure, leaving ali to be cleared away in bis 
absence. Should he desire it, dinner may 
likewise be served in private; but the typi­ 
cal bachelor prefers something more elab­ 
orate and perhaps more jovial in the com­ 
pany of friends. 
In return for these varied accommoda­ 
tions the bachelors pays from about 8600 
to 81,000 yearly for suites of from three to 
four unfurnished rooms—most frequently 
the former—sitting-room, bed-room and 
bath-room. Bachelors there are who rent 
one room only and, fiiting it up with fold­ 
ing bed, make themselves comfortable at 
the modest rate of from 8200 to 8300 per 
annum. They merit little attention and 
are in a small minority, yet they fit in 
conveniently, and while provided with hot 
and cold water for ordinary ablutions, 
must, for more elaborate, share bath-tubs 
om uion to several others. 
The furnishing of a majority of these 
bachelor suites quite puts to flight the 
idea that men cannot take an interest in 
domestic matters. J ndging by not a few, 
one would imagine their souls concen­ 
trated on carpet-, tables, chairs, sofas, 
draperies, pictures and jimeracks of every 
sort. Certainly it must have required 
hours of consideration, no end of potter­ 
ing in and out of stores for the purpose of 
buying, and no end of pottering indoors 
for the purpose of placing and replacing. 
Some few look like fancy bazaars, and 
show that men can act as if wearing petti­ 
coats even if under the guise of manly 
garb. I should feel doubtful of the woman’s 
mental caliber who could so eternally fuss, 
and what, then,of a so-called man? Pass­ 
ing by such fussers, however, one must 
acknowledge excellent taste and a keen 
sense of the esthetic in many suites, and 
the eye rests with pleasure on a right blend­ 
ing of colors and adornments, that adorn 
without confusion. 
Now and then a boudoir or even a grand 
piano evinces the occupant a lover of 
music and a probable performer; very fre­ 
quently a bookcase shows an appreciation 
of literature, while an exceptional suite 
almost given over to bookcases presented 
evidence of a man devoted to something 
else than money or good living. 
It is a symptom of greater sincerity on 
the part of man than woman, that in 
bachelor apart men t-houses no reception- 
room is provided into which visitors can 
be deluded for the possible telling of gen­ 
teel fibs as to whether Mr. So-and-so is at 
home. To me this feature appears mil­ 
itant against the woman and to give weight 
to a general opinion as to feminine duplic­ 
ity. Per contra, however, let it be remem­ 
bered that men’s visitors, being usually 
men, they can be admitted minus a grand 
toilet, but as the woman’s visitor may not 
be a woman or frequently even in case of a 
woman’s call, she must be allowed time to 
get herself together, etc., etc.; during such 
etcs. there must be somewhere for the vis­ 
itor to sit, or in case of too troublesome 
etcs. he must be civilly sent away. 
But all this is irrelevant and speculative. 
The fact remains that the office^ is small 
and altogether business-like. Yet to the 
reflective mind, what food for thought in 
those rows of bells and speaking-tubes. In 
the office of a well-known building are 
placed seventy-five. They indicate sev­ 
enty-five human beings, each of whom for 
love and care in sickness must depend on 
what bells and speaking-tubes backed up 
by a pocket-liook can bring him. 
Those seventy-five bells and speaking- 
tubes indicate likewise that seventy-five 
women may be struggling for the existence 
which seventy-five bachelors 
might 
brighten, lighten and make what a wo­ 
man's life ought to be. 
I know, indeed, of no more startling 
commentary on the unequal lot of man and 
woman, not in New Y'ork only, but in the 
world at large, than a comparison between 
a given number of self-supporting men 
and the same number of women, of equal 
capacitv. I shrink from the computation 
of how’ few of the latter lead even a de- 
centlv comfortable life! W ith rare ex­ 
ceptions, they struggle up to fourth floors, 
or alternately freeze or roast in little hall- 
rooms; if living in moderately genteel lo­ 
calities here, or if in shabby ones, often 


cook their own breakfasts before going to a 
day’s drudgery, and tiieir dinners after 
coming home at night, and this is a pre­ 
lude to mending and making as an evening’s 
entertainment. 
In spite of these hard, cruel facts, I ven­ 
ture to say that seventy cut of the seventy- 
five representative bachelors can preach 
about woman’s sphere, womanly duties and 
the like. In justice to these biped orators, 
some small proportion can be set down as 
having tried matrimony and failed. There 
are doubtless some few widowers unable to 
renew to another the vows of devotion 
made to some love of youth. Occasionally 
an unselfish man remains single, that lie 
may share his income with mother or sis­ 
ters, or both. A still smaller number may 
remain unmarried from enthusiasm for 
some calling. 
After all, nevertheless, let not the most 
luxurious among them be too much the 
subjects of envy. They pretend no de­ 
pendence, but is it real? In the ranks of 
those from whom youth has departed, 
there must come moments when every ap­ 
pliance of art and comfort would sink into 
nothingness compared with “the touch of 
a vanished hand.” 
It had been my intention to write more 
fully of bachelors, but their belongings 
have spread out beyond limits. My next 
article may be given up to them, and what 
thev do.

Wilkie Collins left no unfinished novels 
except one which he considered unimport­ 
ant.

Mrs. Hodgson-Burnett has recovered 
from the effects of her recent accident, and 
has returned to London. 
Colonel Mitchell, an American member 
of the Khedive’s stafij is in this country on 
a leave of absence for three months. 
Seth Low, President of Columbia College, 
has received the degree of LL. D. from the 
University of the State of New Y’ork. 
The Rev. Dr. Phillips Brooks lias just 
completed his twentieth year as pastor of 
Trinity Protestant Episcopal Church, Bos­ 
ton. 
The age of the new members of the 
House of Representatives averge not less 
than 40 years. A generation ago they 
thought a legislator should be -50 or 60. 
Mrs. U. S. Grant is favorably mentioned 
as the successor of Mrs. R. B. Haves in the 
Presidency of the Woman’s Home Mis­ 
sionary Society of the Methodist Church. 
Rev. C. A. Rartol, the eminent divine of 
Boston, who recently resigned the pastorate 
of the old West Church, will spend the 
winter in California on account of his 
health. 
A woman who, like Charles Dickens’ 
Jenny Wren, made her living by dressing 
and repairing dolls, died at St. Paul 
lately. Hundreds of her little friends are 
mourning her loss. 
H. M. Pitt, now a member of the Boston 
Museum Company, but formerly of Daly’s 
and the Madison Square, was the youngest 
commissioned officer in the British army 
during the Ashantee war. 
The London Standard has information 
that Stanley will visit the Emperor of 
Germany in Berlin, in accordance with 
the Emperor’s invitation, immediately 
after his return to London. 
Grover Cleveland contradicts the renort 
that, in association with Joseph Jefferson, 
he has purchased an island in Wakely 
Lake, near South Sandwich, Mass., upon 
which to erect a club-house. 
One of Archdeacon Farrar’s daughters, 
the wife of the head-master of a public 
school, has been preaching, it is said, to 
large audiences in a barn in a rural neigh­ 
borhood in the south of England. 
Speaker Reed has made a collection ot 
newspaper pictures of himself, and on his 
desk is a large pile of these cuts. He 
takes pleasure in showing his friends how 
many different faces he turns to the pub­ 
lic. 
John Christopher Schwab, a graduate of 
Y'ate in the class o f ’86, has taken from 
one of the leading German universities 
the degree of Ph. D. summa cum laude. 
This degree is very seldom given, and its 
acquisition by a foreigner is almost un­ 
precedented. 
Ignatius Donnelly is said to be a disap­ 
pointed man. He thought to gain great 
fame by undermining a great man. Shake­ 
speare was great enough, but somehow the 
rest of the programme fell through. 
Shakespeare is where he was, but Don­ 
nelly—where is he? 
Count Herbert Bismarck brought home 
with him from the Orient, it is stated, a 
new proverb, which runs: “There are 
three things with which no man should 
plav: The fire, because it can burn him ; 
the viper, because it can sting him ; a 
woman, because she—can love him.” 
Miss Lizzie Banks, of St. Paul, who went 
abroad as private secretary to Mr. Hieks, 
Minister to Peru, is a courageous little 
woman, who made a hit as a newspaper 
writer in the Northwest. Miss Banks is 
believed to be the first lady secretary ever 
taken abroad by a United States Minis­ 
ter. 
There died an interesting character at 
Collier’s Mills, N. J., recently. It was 
Captain Christian Emson, aged 96, and 
with afortune estimated at $2,000,000. He 
was for many years a successful navigator. 
He was a Dane, and served in the Danish 
navy under Napoleon. His father owned 
the white horse ridden by Napoleon. 
The Emperor of Russia and the German 
Emperor are each having a new yacht 
built. The latter1 s is to he very fast, so 
that he may be able from it to command 
and direct naval maneuvers—a science in 
which his Imperial Majesty believes him­ 
self a past master. The Emperor of Rus­ 
sia’s boat, which is called the Polar Star, 
is remarkable for nothing except its great 
size and magnificent accommodations. 
One of the most intellectual heiresses of 
Philadelphia is Miss Nina Lea, the daugh­ 
ter of Henry C. Lea, the well-known pub­ 
lisher and writer. As there is no one to 
inherit her father’s fortune except a 
brother, Miss Lea will certainly lie blessed 
with a heavy purse. Her father’s wealth 
is placed at about $3,000,000, and conse­ 
quently his daughter will step into $1,500,­ 
000. She is devoted to intellectual pur­ 
suits. While her father was busily en­ 
gaged in writing his famous work on the 
“History of the Spanish Inquisition," Miss 
Lea became deeply interested in the sub­ 
ject, and it is said assisted her father not a 
little in his literary labor. 
The oldest officer in the United States 
navy is Commodore Henry Bruce, now on 
the retired list and living in Boston. He 
was born on February 12, 1789, and was 
appointed a Midshipman in the navy from 
Massachusetts on November 9, 1S13. Dur­ 
ing his seventy-six years of life in the 
navy he was forty-two years on the active 
list, but had only fifteeu years of sea serv­ 
ice and eight years of shore duty. 
Three 
of his fifteen years of sea service, from 
1837 to 1840, were spent as Lieutenant on 
the famous old frigate Brandywine in the 
Mediterranean squadron; and his only 
command was the brig Truxton, on the 
coast of Africa in 1848. His last promo­ 
tion on the active list was to the grade of 
Commander on September 8, 1841. He 
was retired September 13, 1855, but on 
April 4, 1866, he was promoted to Com­ 
modore, a favor which officers on the re­ 
tired list no longer have.

' ing shocks or jar to the horse while travel­ 
ing over hard pavements or roads. 


A FEW CHRISTMAS GIFTS. 
Many pretty and useful articles that are 
fit for Christmas gifts may be made that 
are quite inexpensive, but wiil show the 
good will and remembrance of the giver 
as well as something costly and elaborate, 
and are also within the reach of almost 
every one if they have a little time and 
ingenuity. 
A pretty Christmas trifle, new to me, 
may prove the same to others. The ma­ 
terials are white wadding which comes in 
delicate sheets, a bit of pasteboard or thick 
paper, aud green worsted, plain or shaded. 
It is a mat for a flower vase, cheaply and 
easily made. For a small mat, cut a cir­ 
cular piece of pasteboard five inches in 
diameter, cover the edge and one side with 
bleached scrim or any thing w hite; cut a 
round piece of the wadding seven inches 
in diameter, work it around the edge in a 
button-hole stitch with the worsted; fasten 
this and the covered board together with 
a blind basting, and this is the foundation 
of the mat. Next, cut thirteen rounds of 
wadding, each live inches in diameter, and 
bntton-hole the edges of all with the 
worsted. Fold one of these pieces flat 
through the center, from pole to pole, to 
borrow geographical term s; now make the 
poles meet (not lap), fasten these poles 
side by side to the edge of the foundation 
with the worsted, also catch down the cen­ 
ter of the equator towards the center of 
the foundation. Loosen the wrought edges 
and thus there are one within the other 
two shells or calla-cups facing outward. 
Repeat the process with the thirteen 
rounds until all are at equal spaces around 
the edge of the foundation, forming a 
cavity within the center, in which the 
vase will stand. 
If these directions are followed closely 
the result will be clear and correct. This 
makes the oddest, daintiest little mat, 
looking in its white and green like wax 
work besprinkled with young grass, or 
woodsey moss, that one can almost smell. 
The same idea can be carried out as 
well in other sizes, or in squares and other 
shapes for lamp mats, etc., and can be 
finished in other colors, losing, however, 
the pretty effect whicli the greenery gives. 
Leaving to others who will do it better the 
description of many lovely Christmas gifts, 
of handiwork or purchase, let me suggest 
two or three things which will seem queer, 
but which, after consideration, will seem 
appropriate, and which the reader may be 
glad to use, wondering that he had never 
thought of them before. 
GIVE YOl'R PIIOTOGRAm. 
A chorus of startled voices says, “How 
egotistical. We’ll not do that.” 
But 
think. Have you not some dear friends in 
other towns or States whom you do not 
often see, or others whose loved faces you 
cannot see more except in that fair Upper 
Country where you hope to meet? And is 
it strange but true, that by no fault on 
either side, but l>y unfortunate circum­ 
stance, you do not possess their portraits, 
whicli would give you comfort and pleas­ 
ure untold, for your own inspiration and 
communion, and for showing to others, 
saying with love and pride, “See my 
friends.” Very well. Now take the case 
home. Y'ou think with modesty that no­ 
body can value your plain lineaments, 
shadowed forth on a piece of paper. O, 
no. But I say to you that it is indeed cer­ 
tain, just possible, even highly probable, 
even if you are not a very distinguished 
individual, that some one would regard 
your photograph as one of the choicest, 
dearest treasures in the world, who has 
perhaps asked yon repeatedly for it, and 
you have carelessly said, “Y'es, indeed, as 
soon as 1 have some taken.” And you 
have forgotten it. 
Now go and sit for your photograph, or 
order some new ones printed or hunt up 
one in the house even if it is a little bat­ 
tered or ancient, and send it straightway 
for a Christmas present. Then see what 
kind of a letter you will get in return. 
Y'ou will have made your friend happy 
and found out how much your pictured 
face is worth besides. 
GIVE SOME MONEY FOR A CHRISTMAS 
TOKEN. 
“How shocking. W hat ill taste,” is the 
next chorus I hear. True, other things 
are usually bestowed, and as a rule what­ 
ever is sent or given at Christmas-time is 
far more acceptable than if it had been 
chosen by the recipient, since it is the 
giver’s thought or choice or handiwork. 
Y'et money instead may be the very best gift 
you can make next Christmas to some one 
whom you are desirous of remembering in 
a pleasing way.

At this peaceful time one does not stand so 
much on ceremony or on fancied propriety 
as at other times, and really one is only 
sure at Christmas that one can give money 
without resentment. But no one can re­ 
fuse a Christmas present, let it be what it 
will.NOW DON’T SEND A NICE PICTURE 
Or a set of jewelry to the woman who 
does not know which way to turn for a 
calico dress for herself, or for her children’s 
supper. Don’t send an elegantly bound 
volume containing the single poem illus­ 
trated, “Oh why should the spirit of 
mortal be proud f ’ to the struggling stu­ 
dent who needs a new school book or a 
pair of shoes. Don’t present your invalid 


friend with a gold-headed cane, whose 
head and heart are harassed for the where­ 
withal to pay for his last bottle of med­ 
icine. 
But send money to these people 
and be blessed. 
To be sure, the little 
silver dime, or the tattered dollar bill, or 
a postoffiee money order for any sum, does 
not make a shrewd present, but money 
with real love and kindness in it «ufficetb, 
like the multitude of leaves and fishes be­ 
side the sea. 
Three years ago I knew a young lady 
who was in great depression at Christmas 
time, a chronic state it was growing to be. 
The family was eminently respectable and 
was not called |>oor. Nobody suspected 
that the quiet, self-denying girl was actu­ 
ally suffering for some of the necessaries of 
life.

Pressing personal wants 
were supplied, she looked on the bright 
side once more, the kindness lifted her up, 
and when I heard of her last she was occu­ 
pying an active and useful place iu society, 
and as an acceptable writer.

MUSIC AND DRAM?. 


THE OPERA PATRONIZED BECAUSE IT 
IS FASHIONABLE. 


The Pan-Am erican Delegation at the 
Casino in New York—Abbey Invests 
in Tights—Footlight Flashes. 


More rain has fallen at Philadelphia 
thus far this year than in any of the past 
twenty years, except 1872 anil 1873. The 
rainfall is now eleven inches above the 
normal rate. Of 329 days this year rain 
fell on 170, or mare than half. 


Rosalind May, the regular New Y'ork 
correspondent of the Sunday Union, 
writes as follows al>out amusements in the 
metropolis : 
“To one not familiar with the caliber of 
the New Y'ork mind, the crowds which 
fill the Metropolitan Opera House at each 
performance would indicate an enthusiasm 
for art. To one who knows, it means that 
opera is fashionable. The genuine lovers 
of music are in the minority and, crime 
though it may be to write it, are oftenest 
found in the cheap seats—even in the fam­ 
ily circle, which is for the most part tilled 
at a sacrifice of something less dear than 
harmony or melody. Why else would 
those occupants climb thai bight and per­ 
haps submit to a roast of some hours? Not 
to show themselves, since there is no glory, 
but to a sensitive mind rather a mortifica­ 
tion to be seen among impecunious neigh­ 
bor.-. Some, of course, are accustomed to 
shabbiness and it arouses no special emo­ 
tion, but a large sprinkling of auditors in 
that high up and far away region are de­ 
votees who, rather than be deprived of 
opera, go where they hope to pass unseen 
by that bugbear of existence, ‘friends.’ 
Others a little better off, hover on the 
verge of gentility, and spending a dollar, 
come down one flight; ignominy is spared 
them and they can hope that if observed 
by the bugbear just mentioned, they may 
be reckoned as not having been able to 
procure better accommodations. And so 
it goes—with exceptions, of course, that 
prove the rule,—real appreciation dimin­ 
ishing as prices advance until 
the boxes 
Are reached, where the music, however 
good, is often a bore, compared with op- 
[>ortnnity for dress and chatter. Take 
away the element of tine dressing from 
this special form of entertainment, and the 
audiences would shrink into—I fear to say 
what nothingness. The boxes are, indeed, 
the life of the whole thing, and without 
them opera, of whatever school, would suf­ 
fer extinguishment. It cannot be denied, 
however, that box occupants do their 
share towards diverting the public while 
passing away the time themselves. They 
are a most useful class. Of what would 
not the country at large lie deprived with- 
ouOhem ? In their way they work hard 
enough, aad if they themselves in form 
and feature are often a libel on the lovely 
things they wear, let them be pitied, not 
ridiculed. Beauty is a divine gift, and 
like the poetic inspiration, not the result 
of manufacture. At all events, opera 
flourishes, though so far but one singer, 
Reichman, has attracted special notice, his 
impersonation of the Dutchman being set 
down in the same category with Alvary’s 
Siegfried, an unequaled performance. 
Fischer and Lilli Lehman are admirable, 
of course, but this very ‘of course’ often 
prevents remarkable enthusiasm. Perotti’s 
high note is high as ever, but a disagreea­ 
ble personality and faulty singing other­ 
wise frequently renders him unpleasing to 
eye and ear. The fact is certain, too, 
that Italian operas, even if marred hv 
the German language, have crowded the 
house, and the want of Wagner has so far 
not been felt pecuniarily. Wagner is 
promised as a hereafter, with Yogi to take 
Alvary’s place. But can he ? Can any­ 
one atone for the absence of Alvary, the 
picturesque? 
“Musical critics and a leaven of the fash­ 
ionable element who think it ‘the thing’ 
to talk about music, are expectantly await­ 
ing the arrival of Nikiscli from Boston, 
when the first of a series of four symphony 
concerts will be given. Nikisch has thor­ 
oughly stirreil up the Hub, and it is pre­ 
sumed the same fermenting process will 
go on here when once he has appeared.

“Charles Wyndham, the popular come­ 
dian, after a successful engagement at 
Palmer’s Theater, is succeeded next Mon­ 
day by Richard Mansfield, whose Richard 
III. and other impersonations are antici­ 
pated with great interest, and the same 
evening Marie Wainwright will appear in 
‘Twelfth Night’ at the Fifth Avenue.

IN RELIGION'S REALM. 


MATTERS OF 
TERS 
INTEREST TO 
AND LAYMNN. 


Expressions of Opinion by M ewipapen 
Representing; the Various Denom­ 
inations, on Many Subjects. 


The Eiffel tower will remain melan­ 
choly and unvisited on the Champ de 
Mars at Paris this winter. In the spring 
it will be reopened to visitors. M. Eiffel 
has a chamber at the top, into which he 
can retreat when he wishes 
and work hard. 


Captain Cobham, the Chairman of the 
English Church Association, having writ­ 
ten to the Archbishop of Canterbury ti> 
complain of the services at St. Mary’s, Car 
di») at the opening of the Church Con­ 
gress, received a somewhat vigoroos reply, 
of which the following is a jiortion: “As 
regards myself, I do not clearly gather 
from your letter what it is that you ask 
me to do. At this moment I hold the re­ 
sponsible office of judge in a formal litiga­ 
tion whicli you have yourself promoted, 
and I can hardly suppose that you expect 
me to correspond with you upon questions 
which, at your instigation, are about to be 
argued, and which will be heard through 
out with the best assistance, and with en­ 
tire impartiality. Since you deplore what 
you describe as the destruction o f‘all 
hopes of reunion at home,’ I take leave to 
say that it is hard to realize what sort of 
hopes of reunion are dear to associations, 
whichever side engaged, to whom their 
own uncompromising opinion is the only 
endurable law. Men who seek the “peace 
of Jerusalem’ will detach themselves from 
factions within.” 
The Bishop of Peterborough (Dr. Magee) 
spoke in his recent Dioeesian Conference 
on “ Christian Socialism.” 
He saidi 
“ They had been reminded of the abortive 
attempt at Communism in the earlier days 
of Christianity. It was a very remark­ 
able portion of Christian history, but it 
should be remembered that this monetary 
desire for Communism was the result of 
the people being of one heart and of one 
soul. In any State in which the entire 
population were of one heart and soul 
there would be little need for such a dis­ 
cussion as they were now having. It was 
an interesting fact that, during the period 
that this attempt at Communism was 
made, there was great and increasing 
poverty at Jerusalem, St. Paul being en­ 
gaged at that time in making a collection 
all over the Christian church for the poor 
saints at Jerusalem. He always had it in 
his own mind that this unwise attempt at 
Commuuism in the early days of Chris­ 
tianity might have increased and deepened 
the very poverty which St. Paul sought to 
relieve. It was at any rate a very remark­ 
able coincidence in church history that in 
the one place where they found Com­ 
munism for the moment established, they 
found in that place the very greatest evi­ 
dence of poverty and the greatest need for 
its relief.” 
The Bishop of Rochester, an old-fasli- 
ioned Evangelical originally, in his recent 
charge, speaking of brotherhoods under 
vows,said that “Until a responsible scheme 
is presented for the consideration of the 
church, it is surely premature to condemn 
the idea.” As to vows, the Bishop pointed 
out that the Bible record is full of all kinds, 
and instead of depreciating or forbidding 
them, it recognizes, sanctions and regulates 
them. “Civil society, under the analogous 
form of oath, insists on them as obligatory 
for the graver affairs of life. 
At baptism 
and confirmation and holy matrimony and 
ordination, the church in the most distinct 
and public manner possible recognizes the 
importance of vows of life, and refuses to 
admit to her greatest ordinances without 
them. If Christian people really feel that 
vows help them to great and lasting sacri­ 
fices, and that they keep the flame of en­ 
thusiasm burning in the heart, what right 
have we to interfere with their personal 
liberty or sternly tell them that they wish 
to bring back Romanisn? We want en­ 
thusiasm; then do not gratuitously chill 
it. Y'ou cannot expect enthusiasm with­ 
out a little eccentricity. 
Condone the ec­ 
centricity for the sake of the enthusiasm: 
and let good sense have a hearing, touched 
with justice and love. 
W hat possible 
harm can there be in a life of celibacy, 
limited or lifelong, if God he more glorified 
by it? It is a kind of life which multi­ 
tudes of saintly and devoted men every 
day prefer and maintain for themselves, 
taking no great credit for it. Let us be 
free, with vows or without them, in striv­ 
ing bv all means to save some for whom 
Christ died.” 
Canon J. H. Knowles writes as follows, 
in the Church Eclectic, of the Prayer-book 
and Hymnal revision in the recent Epis­ 
copal Convention: “There were those 
present who opposed any further revision. 
Now that we had the Evangelical Can­ 
ticles hack again and the liberty defined of 
using Matins, Litany or Holy Communion 
as separate services, they deemed the 
Prayer-book full enough for all ordinary 
occasions, aril did not wish any further 
liturgical meddling with it, prompted by 
mere good taste, sentiment or love for En­ 
glish uses. They deemed that the Book of 
Common Prayer was not a prohibitive 
document, and felt at liberty to go back to 
any ancient service in accordance with its 
letter and spirit. Hence, they did not 
care for extra Epistles and Gospels for 
Easter or Christmas; better were ready to 
their hand in the Sarum Missal. They 
did not care for stated provisions for cele­ 
brations at weddings or funerals, as if rec­ 
ognized for the first time by the Church. 
They had them already in unadulterated 
shape, and did not care to risk the inevit­ 
able irreverence of liturgical tinkering and 
discussion in a mixed assembly and 
with open doors. ‘The Prayer-Book as it 
is, and use it as you know how,’ is the 
motto of those who know that as it stands 
it is a Catholic document, and contradicts 
every cherished tenet of mere Protestant­ 
ism. Its bare letter teaches apostolic snc- 
cessession, real presence, Eucharistic ado­ 
ration, baptismal regeneration, priestly 
absolution and prayers for the dead. Why 
east a slur upon it by adding little bits 
here and there dictated by a mere dilet­ 
tante spirit coquetting with a few Catholic 
‘opinions’ ? The discussion on the Hymnal 
utterly broke down after a dismal two 
hours of leviathan criticism which may be 
indicated by one specimen, where someone 
proposed to strike out the word ‘shake’ 
from the ‘Morning Hymn,’ so that the line 
should read, ‘Force off dull sloth,’ and not 
‘shake off,’ for that seemed vulgar. Would 
that we could have 200 plain, good hymns 
bound up with the Prayer-Book for the 
comfort of plain people, and then leave 
every man to print his favorites and his 
grandmothers favorites at his own ex­ 
pense. It does seem a dreadful waste of 
time to spend the precious labors of such 
a body as a Convention upon subjects 
which it is not competent to act upon at 
all. I hope we never again will see litur­ 
gical revision or hymn tinkering after 
1892.” 
The new English Bishop of Corea, Dr. 
Corfe, has published a letter, the admirable 
spirit of which must compel respect. Bishop 
Corfe says: “Having at the call of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury relinquished 
my post as Chaplain in the Royal Navy, I 
have to-day been consecrated and sent to a 
country 10,000 miles distant, in which we 
have as yet no churches, no clergy, no con­ 
verts. The bishopric is entirely unen­ 
dowed. W ith every desire to do more, 
the Society for the lVop.igation of the 
Gospel, in the present state of its funds, 
can give us only £650 per annum for five 
years. This sum is therefore all I have to 
offer for those who will give up their poets 
at home and accompany me into the for­ 
eign mission field. W ill five men volun­ 
teer? I have never been to Corea, though 
I have been for some years in China and 
Japan. In those countries people man­ 
age to live on loss than £100 a year, go 


go as far as possible, I shall propose to 
those who may be willing to go out with 
me that we live together, and share 
together whatever poverty there may 
MINIS- be Jo share. Will those clergy and theo­ 
logical students who read this (I am ad­ 
dressing unmarried men only, for we are 
not yet in a position to invite men with 
families) consider whether it may not be 
the will of God that this call should come 
home to them—to leave all and come with 
me to lay the foundation of the Church of 
England in Corea? I want live men, and 
hope 1 may shortly have fifty to select 
from. There are two languages to be 
learned, Chinese (of which I know a lit­ 
tle) and Corean. There is as yet no Corean 
prayer-book, so that the first work of some 
®f us will have to be that of translation. 
Ii is evident, therefore, that for three year» 
at least onr principal employment wiil be 
goi'Bg to school, and our only outward 
means of cwsverting men to Christ will lie 
by showing them that we are converted to- 
Him ourselves. I ata hoping to get a doc­ 
tor to join vo, and so, while we are com­ 
pelled to be silent, the work of the mission 
may really be begun at once by him. Offer­ 
ing his services and medicines gratuitous­ 
ly, he will show in the most practical way 
that the mission considers the bodies of 
men as well as their souls precious in the 
sight of IUna who died to save both body 
and soul.”

To have the civilized rulers 
and authorities of the world say to Turkey, 
“Y'ou must shut up your slave s h o p s t o 
Tripoli, “ Y'ou must forbid slavers entering 
your t e r r i t o r y t o h in t to th e Shah that 
if he desires to retain friendly relations 
with the outside world he must bow-string 
the rascals who import slaves. 
If the

he closed by protest, warning or threat, it 
will put au end to the business of slave- 
stealing in Africa. 
I t is by no means im ­ 
probable that the great Powers could be 
induced to unite in such a warning to the 
slave-dealing States, and even to threaten 
them with arms, for a great hum anitarian 
purpose, setting aside for a later day their 
jealousies on other questions.

Could not statistical proofs stili 
stronger he adduced proving th at certain 
other classes of phenomena also precede 
cholera ? 
As something of a nature to 
command public attention always precedes 
the next event of importance, there cannot 
be drawn any logical conclusion th at there 
is nesessarily a relation between them . Of 
course there are phenomena th at on their 
face are apparent as having relation to 
and indicating conditions likely to prevail 
thereafter, as inclement weather predis­ 
posing to colds, catarrh and lung com­ 
plaints, or unsanitary conditions, as in­ 
dicating liability to tilth diseases, etc. The 
medical faculty has not thus far seen any­ 
thing to lead it to believe th at influenza 
and cholera have any relationship. 
A t 
the same tim e, if the “scare” which the 
Canadian official’s fears tend to promote 
will have the effect of m aking the people 
more attentive to the sanitation of towns 
and cities, he will not have become nerv­ 
ous iu vain.

The suburban home of the French Con­ 
sul in one of the B ritish provinces was 
beautifully situated 
on the Northwest 
Arm, the waters of the blue A tlantic form­ 
ing a beautiful cove, the banks of which 
were grassy lawns and tree-shaded slopes, 
on which were built the homes of w ealthy 
residents, some of them palatial in ele­ 
gance. 
The French Consul’s home was a 
tine grey stone building, fashioned after 
the style of the Tudor mansions on the 
banks of the Thames.

NOTES. 


H erm an Schurig, the Germ an sculpto-i 
has come to this country to m ake a bust of 
Edison. 
M . Meissonicr is the first painter ever 
raised to the dignity of Grand Cross of the 
Legion of Honor. 
Professor Jo h n F. CVeir, of the Y'ale A rt 
School, has prepared a model for a bronze 
statue of ex-President 
Woolsey. 
The 
statue will he completed in about three 
m onths and placed in the campus at Y'ale. 
A monument to Samuel Slater is to he 
unveiled at Paw tucket on Ju ly 12, 1890, 
the centennial anniversary of the first op­ 
eration of cotton-spinning m achinery iu 
America, of which m achinery Mr. Slater 
was the maker. 
A substantial citizen of Norwalk, Conn., 
has determ ined to leave that flourishing 
town because a marble Venus de M edici on 
his lawn has been ruined with red paint 
and hung w ith flannels aud shawls by cer­ 
tain local wits. 
Mrs. Lm nan Andrews, a well-known 
botanist and artist at Southington, Conn., 
is engaged in the study of the complete 
flora of Connecticut, and each plant, with 
its bnd and blossom, is painted as nearly 
actual size as possible. 
The site of the Temple of Despoina at 
I.vkosoura, Greece, has been found. 
A 
colossal torso, three heads of statues larger 
than life, the base of a m arble throne, 
tem ple inscriptions, and a great quantity 
of ex votos iu terra cotta are in the find. 
Many of the latter are effigies of rams aud 
sirpents. 
A 
fitting memorial window is being 
erected in the Sago Chapel at Cornell 
College by the students in civil engineer­ 
ing, in memory of Edward S. Nevins, the 
hero of the class of ’90, who lost his life 
last w inter while endeavoring to save th at 
of a young woman who fell through the ice. 
E x-President A. D. W hite suggested this 
when in Egypt. 
The excellent etcher, K arl Koepping, 
who was recently award a medal at the 
Paris Exposition, resides at present in Ber­ 
lin. 
Koepping is one of the etchers who 
get the highest prices for their works. For 
the plate of Munkaczsy’s celebrated pic­ 
ture, “Christ before Pilate,” he received no 
less than $12,000. 
T he first prints were 
bought by Englishm en and Americans at 
$400. 
A t the Louvr'- has been completed the 
mosaic for the central enpoia of the grand 
staircase. 
It corsislsof fonrctlossal figures 
designed by Lenepven, representing France, 
Italy, Germany and Flanders; 
beneath 
them are four medallions with (lortraits of 
Poussin, Raphael, Duer and Rubens; and 
all around 
the cupola are the names of 
great artists of the four nations. 
The exe­ 
cution of the mosaic has been the work of 
the Roman artist Y anntelli, for whom 
direct request was made to the Pope and 
who has proved his fitness for the commis­ 
sion. 
The portraits of his children shown by 
Abbott II. T hayer at the exhibition of the 
Society of A m erican A rtists are in Chica­ 
go. 
T he critic of the Chicago Daily Sews 
remarks of them : 
“Perhaps the painter 
was more than usually inspired in this 
work because of love for the subjects. Per­ 
haps he can paint other children as won­ 
derfully as he has these— if so, lie is the 
ideal painter of the day in portraits of 
children. 
T his work is among the few 
productions of contemporary art which are 
justly entitled to be called works of genius. 
I think, in the deepest analysis th at can 
he made of it, the secret of this portrait's 
rem arkable charm will be found in its j 
spirituality and exquisitely-refined exprcs- j 
sion of character. 
The very nature of th e ‘ 
two children seem to be painted as well as j 
their outward forms.” 
The acropolis of Y'eii, an Eastern city 
captured and dism antled by its neighbors 


of Rome under Camillas, B. C. 393, has 
yielded this year a surprising quantity of 
votive offerings in terra cotta and bronze. 
They found a stratum 356 feet long, 50 
feet wide aud from 3 to 4 feet deep. 
In a 
few weeks 2,000 objec ts worth preserving 
were collected, including -147 statuettes of 
goddesses veiled. 
T here are 52 varieties 
of objects representing parts of the body 
offered in the tem ple either as a means to 
drive away disease or in thankfulness for 
pains that had departed. 
Heads, ears, 
mouths, eyes, busts, arms, iiands, fingers, 
breasts, spines, bowels, legs, feet and toes 
are represented. 
T here are figures cut 
through the breast showing the organs 
w ithin, deformed children and monstrous 
births, torsos w ithout arm s and legs, arms 
without hands, legs w ithout feet, and ob­ 
jects representing every part of the male 
and female body. 
T here are statues the 
size af life, w ith arms inserted and mova­ 
ble, magnificently draped female effigies, 
and some of nursing mothers. 
T he ani­ 
mal figures show rats, wild boars, sucking 
pigs, oxen, cows, horses, rams and sheep. 
There are fruits of m any kinds, and even 
the round, small friends of childhood 
called marides. 
“ W e heard of the exist­ 
ence of this singular vein of ex-votos,” 
writes Signor Lanciani to the Atheneeum, 
“ from a poacher, to whom every recess 
of the M acchia della Regina is thoroughly 
familiar.”

A correspondent of the New York Cour­ 
ier and Inquirer, writing from Sacramento 
in the fall of 1859, gave his views of the 
city and an account of his experiences 
therein in a two-column letter. He wrote 
that “the remains of Sutter’s Fort were 
stili visible,” and described the Orleans 
Hotel at some length, concluding as fol­ 
lows: ‘ The recollections of the landlord 
carried me back with him to ’-19 and ’50. 
This place intercepted the rush of the gold­ 
laden crowd from the mines to San Fran­ 
cisco. 
The whole space occupied by 
the large saloon was used for drinking and 
gaming. A row of counters 100 feet long 
extended along the eastern side of the 
room. Four barkeepers were employed at 
$10 a day, dispensing liquors to the thirsty 
crowd, and each set was relieved at the 
end of four hours. 
The only dull 
business hours were between daylight and 
10 o'clock in the forenoon. Before the bar 
the space was filled with monte and faro 
tables, the dealers at which rented from the 
landlord. 
The bar profited by both the 
good and ill-fortune of the betters. If they 
won, the luck of each fortunate player was 
celebrated by drinks all ’round. When the 
contrary happened—which was generally 
the case—the desperate loser, announcing 
himself dead broke, would seek to down 
his vexation in liquor, and at once enter 
upon a wild spree Dy borrowing money from 
his friends. In the one case the bar won 
from the broken players, and in the other 
it profited by the losses of the gamblers. 
In this way, probably, disappeared most of 
the fortunes acquired during the shower of 
gold in those eventful days. The moresuc- 
cessful were decoyed by spi endid airy visions 
and drawn into wild speculations which 
speedily dissipated their gains. 
Their 
castles in the air soon melted away and 
left them with energies exhausted and the 
business and prospects of life a wreck. 
During that period of mad and reckless ex­ 
travagance coin was scarce, and gold dust 
supplied in part the want of a currency. 
The price of a drink was a small pinch of 
d ust; bat gold scales were kept as a part of 
the equipment of every saloon, and if the 
miner suspected the fingers of the bar­ 
tenders of too liberal a grasp he called for 
the biiarrte, with the aid of which pay­ 
ments in such cases were adjusted. It is 
needless to say that the more the miner 
drank the less scrupulous he became on 
the important question of weight and 
measure, so that he generally fared worse 
than if he had trusted to the honor of the 
tapster at the beginning.” 
Dr. F. M. Shields of this city writes 
to the S unday U nion as follows: “You 
referred in your last issue to the organiza­ 
tion of the Sacramento Library Debating 
Society thirty years ago. Allow’me to say 
that it was a removal to the Library rooms 
of a society already in existence. It held its 
meetings, previous to the removal, in the 
upper part of Toll’s Hotel, corner Seventh 
and K s reets. The Court-house was there, 
also, and in a room west of the Court-room 
the debating club held its meetings. I had 
just joined this society when, at its second 
or third meeting, there came a visitor in 
the person of E N. Bishop, the Librarian 
of the Sacramento Library. He said he 
had a statement and proposition to make 
to the debaters. The statement was that 
the Library owed about $800, and the at­ 
tendance was smaller than was desired, and 
he was making an effort to revive its inter­ 
ests. He proposed that if we would unani­ 
mously agree to become members of the 
Library our initiation fee should be $2 50 
(half price), and that if we would come 
over to the rooms we should have our de­ 
bates there one evening in the week. The 
statement was beard attentively, the pro­ 
position accepted, and the society removed 
over to Sixth and J streets. I had some 
doubts as to whether our harangues would 
contribute to the stillness of a reading- 
room, and it is my opinion we long after­ 
wards concluded that we made too much 
of a racket. But certainly the effect was 
good, for it created life and amusement 
and gave the institution a good send off. 
Nor did the good work and effects end here, 
for the leading members of the Debating 
Society took hold of the $800 debt,with the 
result of its final extinguishment. This 
was done by a course of six lectures given 
by General Shields (of military fame), — 
Crocket,of San Francisco (of dramatic fame), 
Rev. O. C. Wheeler, Geo. E. Montgomery 
(an attorney of this city) and two others. 
It is my opinion that no other course of 
lectures ever giveu in this city resulted in 
as good success nor subserved so good a pur­ 
pose. I can show, too, that the success of 
this enterprise is quite intimately connect­ 
ed with the establishment and success of 
our present course of lectures given each 
winter in our city.” 
Tbe Scott Valley (Siskiyou county) 
Aews of last week contains the following in 
relation to the old pioüeer printing press, 
the whereabouts of which Sam Brannan 
was trying to discover thirty years ago: 
“ Under tbe title of ‘Thirty Years Ago,’ tbe 
Sunday Union speaks of a Ramage press 
used in the publication of the Monterey 
Star, which calls forth various remarks as 
to the present whereabouts of the old relic, 
locating its remains on different parts of 
the coast. We do not expect to establish 
Fort Jones’ claim to the possession of this 
interesting relic, but we have a Ramage 
now doing duty as a job press in this office. 
The manufacturer’s number, ‘259,’ indi­ 
cates its ancient origin, and the condition 
in which we found it showed hard usage at 
some time in its history, which must date 
back to the time ‘whence the memory of 
the California pioneer runneth not to the 
contrary.’ It now presents a more modern 
appearance with new trappings and new 
paint put on at a cost more than equal to 
ths value of the machine at the time we 
undertook its restoration.” 
' An injured husband” complained 
to a Union reporter that about 10 o’clock 
one night a steamboat man went to bis 
residence, in the block between M and N, 
E ’ghth and Ninth streets, and made him 
“git” (to use hi3 own expression), and in 
the morning departed with the citizen’s 
wife for Sharp’s ranch, she leaving two little 
children behind her. T h e“irjured hus­ 
band” tailed to explain, however, nowit was 
that he made no effort to recapture his 
castle during the night. He was probably 
a relative ot the Napa wccdchopper who 
at abont the same period returned to his 
home one evening and found his place oc­ 
cupied by a handsomer man, a rancher. 
He made no 
fuss in 
tbe house, 
but sought out Justice Hnnnewell, and, be­ 
tween sobs, declared that when he wit­ 
nessed the condition of affairs at his house 
he was “almost mad enough to throw the 
feller’s clothes right eout inter ther mud !’’ 
Cases in Courts were fixed in those 
days muoh as they are said to be at the 
present lime. A case came up in a Justice's 
Court in Jackson, Amador county, in which 
the plaintiff summoned a witness, paying 
him three dollars in advance. He found 
the witness’ testimony not wha’ he wanted, 
and paid him five dollars to leave town. 
The defendant noted the circumstance, and 
got the witness back again. In Court the 
witne.-s said he got three dolíais for appear­ 
ing. five for leaving, and three for coming 
back the second time. The plaintiff jumped 
to his feet so blind with rage that he de­ 
clared he bed only paid the witness eight 
dollars, instead of eleven. 
A duel was to have been fought at 
Shasta on tbe 21st of December (1859) be­ 
tween G. K. Godfrey and Wm. B. Stoddard. 
H. Ciay Stockton seconded Godfrey, and 
Marquis Levi appeared to attend Stoddard. 
The latter not showing up, Levi consented 
to take bis place. Just then J. Tucker Lan­ 
drum, County Judge, appeared on the 
scene, and undertook to arrest all the par­ 
ties concerned, but was prevented from so 
doing, and the duel went on. Levi fell, but 
his wound was not serions, and he recov­ 
ered. 
Mrs. Leland Stanford, Mrs. Governor 
Weller, Mrs. B. F. Hastings and other la­ 
dies. assisted by Governor Weller. Leland 
Stanford, Jerome Madden, E. E. Eyre, C. 
H . Cummings, Drury Melone, John Ar­ 
nold, Louis Sloss and others, gave a grand 
ball on the I5th of December, at the Pa­ 
vilion. for the benefit of the Washington 
Monument fund. The City Guard, Sutter 
Rifles and Hussars were present in full 
uniform, and the affair was a grand suc­ 
cess. 
At 3 o’clock on tbe morning of De­ 
cember 15;b City Marshal Alexander Cor­ 
yell, of Yreka, Siskiyou county, was at­ 
tacked by fifteen desperate and half- 
drunken Mexicans and badly knifed. 
Five of the attacking party were caught 
and jailed. During tbe melee G-orge 
W alton saved the life of Depu y Marshal 
Billy CorvcH by knocking down a Mexican 
who bad "a kriie rais d t i kid the officer. 


of Nevada met at Genoa on the 16th of De­ 
cember, 1859, at the residence of J. B. 
Blake. O. H. Pierson, of Carson was 
elected Speaker, H. S. Thompson Clerk, 
and J. A. McDougal Sergeant at-Arms. 
Governor R sop delivered his first message 
and tbe town was wild with enthusiasm. 
The German M. E. Church, at the 
corner of Ninth and K streets, which bad 
been three years in building, was dedicated 
with imposing ceremonies. It was com­ 
menced in 1856 by Rev. G. H. Bollirger, 
who was succeeded by Rev. C. Dierking. 
Tbe dedication sermon was preached by 
Rev. A. E Hertel, of San Francisco. 
Nathan Coombs, of Napa (father of 
Hon. Frank Coombs, Assemblyman from 
that county,), published a challenge to the 
State to run bis horse Ashland two miles 
against any horse for $5,000 a side, or four 
miles for a like sum, one-iliird forfeit. 
The officers elected by Pacific En­ 
campment, No. 2 ,1. O. O. F., on December 
20th, were : C. P., W. C. Felch ; H. P., M. 
Greenbaum : S. W., D. Barney Woolf; 
Scribe, D. W . Welty ; Treasurer, Prescott 
Robinson ; J. W., R. C. Montgomery. 
The cold was intense that winter in 
Washoe valley. Nev., and Indian children 
died by scores from freezing and starvation. 
The Indians refused food from the whites, 
fearing it was poisoned.

One of the curiosities in San Fran­ 
cisco was an Australian “laugbingjackass,” 
a species of fowl about as large as a big 
hawk. Laughing jackasses have become 
too common of late years, however, to ex­ 
cite curiosity. 
Thomas O. Selby, one of Sacra­ 
mento’s earliest settiers, and proprietor of 
the then well-known Selby raDCh. just be­ 
low R street, died in this city on December 
21, 1-859. He had formerly been a Texan 
Ranger. 
O’Connell, Ryan & Co. were in busi­ 
ness on J street, between Third and Fourth, 
and John J. Murphy, at Fourth and J 
streets, was offering holiday books in great 
variety. 
The material for a ready made bridge 
for the Sacramento Valley Railroad arrived 
by the steamer Northern Light. It wes in­ 
tended to span Arcade creek. 
Charles Crocker, the lately deceased 
railroad builder and manager, was then in 
business at 246 J street, and a large adver­ 
tiser in the U n io n . 
SETCHELL’S H00-D00. 
Sophie W o rrell-K n ig h t .R elates an In ci­ 
d en t o f th e L ong A go. 
There are many Sacramentans who can 
recall pleasant recollections of evenings 
spent before the footlights of the Metropol­ 
itan Theater in the palmy days of the early 
sixties, when the Worrell Sisters (Sophie 
and Irene) and Dan Setchell, the come­ 
dian, “held the boards’’ at varying inter­ 
vals. The holiday number of the New 
York Dramatic Mirror contains a cleverly- 
written reminiscence from the pen of 
Sophie Worrell (now Mis. Knight), con­ 
nected with the company’s last appearance 
here, of a steamboat explosion on the Sac­ 
ramento river, and the tragic death of 
8etcbell a few weeks later. The lady 
w rites: 
When Tom Maguire was the first thea­ 
trical manager of the Pacific coast, he sent 
a company from San Francisco to play an 
engagement in the Western towns. Dan 
Setchell was tbe star, and Charley Thorne's 
sister, Irene ami myself were members of 
the company. We sisters three were young 
girls then, and this was really our first 
series of efforts iu the profession. 
Mr. Setchell was playing Captain Cuttle 
in “Dombev and Son,” sister Irene Flor­ 
ence, and 1 had assumed to be Susan 
Nipper. 
Mr. Setchell had a bright, intelligent 
Chinese boy for a valet named Cbing, who 
was perfectly devoted to him. W hile at 
Stockton. Mr. Setchell and a party spent 
a day in hunting, returning about 5 o’clock 
in the evening with a fine lot of game, 
among which was a brace of bare. 
Just a touch of sentiment bad made Mr. 
Setchell and myself quite like incipient 
lovers, much to the annoyance of my good 
mother, however. Upon his return to the 
hotel from the day’s sport, Mr. Setchell 
came directly to our rooms to tell me of his 
wouderful good luck and show us the 
game. W ith my mother's permission, he 
rang the bell and sent for Ching, who 
shortly made his appearance at the door, 
his face beaming with smiles. Mr. Setchell 
gave him the bundles of game, among 
which was the brace of bare. 
ChiDg 
turned deadly pale, and threw himself 
upon his knees and forward upon his face, 
moaning piteously, and refused to touch 
the hare. After a little ineffectual coax­ 
ing, Mr. Setchell commanded him to at 
once take the game to the kitchen to be 
cooked. 
In an indescribably dejectel manner, 
holdiDg the hare at arms' length, he slowly 
turned away. 
Mr. Setchell remained, and was relating 
the day’s adventures when the pioprietor 
of the house came to the room to tell him 
that the cook, who was a Chinaman also, 
had positively refused to touch the hare 
because of a Chinese superstition that it 
was an omen of disaster, or ill luck at 
least. 
We played the engagement at Stockton, 
and two dajs later took a steamboat at Sac­ 
ramento for San Francisco. 
Three hours after leaving Sacramento, 
the boiler burst, wrecking the boat and 
killing three members ot our company: 
Will Stephenson, a handsome young man, 
who was heir to an immense fortune, whicb 
came to him one week after his deatb; Mr. 
Meyers, the second comedian, wbo was 
found iiaDging by his head in tbe smoke­ 
stack, and tbe leader of the orchestra, who 
was hit apon tbe head by some flying ob­ 
ject, and when found was quite dead. Mr. 
Setchell was blown off his feet into the air, 
but received no injury nor loss but a hat 
and cigar. 
Poor Ching came running into tbe ladies’ 
cabin where my mother and I were sitting 
with sister Jennie, then a little school girl, 
crying, and in an expression of the greatest 
distress, said: 
“Mrs.—Mrs. W orrell! Me tellee you 
about hale! Me tellee you about tbat bale! 
Nogoodee! Nogoodee!” 
The passengers were taken from tbe 
wrecked b?at to farm-houses adjacent to 
the shore, physicians were telegraphed and 
people came to aid in caiiDg for the dead 
and dying and wounded. 
The next morning another boat had been 
sent to transport us to San Francisco. The 
news of the disaster had preceded us, and a 
great crowd were waiting and watching at 
tbe dock and landing, among whicb were 
many who were looking for friends and 
loved ones who were on the steamboat, of 
whose fate they were uncertain 
My father was anxiously waiting tor his 
dear ones. It was reported that I had been 
killed, and as we stepped ashore hearty 
cheers and congratulations upon our mirac­ 
ulous escape came from the scores of 
friends who were gathered there. Mr. 
Setchell and the Worrell sisters were great 
favorites in San Francisco at that time. 
Two weeks later Mr. Setchell and bfs 
favorite Ching sailed on the ship Trieste 
for Australia. It was wrecked and the two 
were never heard from again. 
Does the traditional Chinese supersti­ 
tion concerning the hare count in this true 
tale, or should it be regarded as simply 
coincidental in its relation to the Oriental 
belief in the unbappy presence of the ill- 
omened brace of bare?

GAS AfiD WATER. 


HOW THE F0EMEE IS GENEEATED IN 
SUBTEEEANEAN BEGI0NS.

E ds. S unday U n io n: During one of the 
preliminary meetings held at the Court­ 
house here, to organize a company with 
the intention to bore for water and natural 
gas near or in Sacramento, a letter was 
read from some correspondent writing 
from some oil town in Pennsylvania. This 
correspondent will have it that no person 
can absolutely tell where a well is to be 
bored that will prove a success. W hile 
this may apply to a special locality or 
point, it cannot be taken as a whole, for in 
the past ten years or more considerable 
knowledge has been gained upon this sub 
ject. Although it is termed “theory,” the 
evidences of truth are very slroDg in favor 
of the supposition. 
It is possible that naphtha, petroleum, 
etc , and natural gas have a common ori­ 
gin, assuming the gaseous, liquid and solid 
state, in the latter as ozocerite, bitumen, 
etc. The distinguished Russian chemist, 
Professor Mendeleef, in 1877, pointed out 
its origin, and subsequently, upon his the­ 
ory, produced petroleum artificially upou a 
small scale. The oil and gas is not sup­ 
posed to be of organic origin—that is, from 
plant or animal life; nor is it supposed to 
come from any greai distance, as, for in­ 
stance, water may flow. It must, so 
to say, be manufactured upon the spot. 
One of tbe first indices to the solution of 
tbe question lies in tbe situation of tbe oil- 
beariDg regions. They always occur in the 
neighborhood of, and parallel to, mountain 
ranges—as, for example, in Pennsylvania, 
along tbe Aitegbanies, and in Russia along 
the Caucasus The crests of the tanges 
were formed originally of horizontal strata, 
which had been forced up by internal 
pressure, and must have been cracked aud 
dislocated, the fissures widening outwaid. 
In short, we will assume that a large 
portion of our planet is yet, in the interior, 
in the liquid state, the temperature being 
higher than molten iron artificially heated 
to that degree. The supposition is at pres­ 
ent that this fluid mass is composed princi­ 
pally of metallic iron, with carbon bound 
up "or associated with it. As the cooling 
continually progresses, unequal contrac­ 
tion takes place, particularly where ridges 
of mountains have been or aie being pushed 
upward, as it still happens along I be Pacific 
Ocean, or even tbe hills about San Fran­ 
cisco and other localities on this coast. 
Now, close to these ridgis fractures occur 
leading to tbe portion of the crest still 
heated toa higher temperature, to that be­ 
low still hotter. Admit now that, by some 
means, water composed of two atoms of 
hydrogen to one of oxygen will find its way 
to these fissures. The consequence would be, 
aB in tbe close analogy of water gas, tbat 
decomposition would ensue, and liquids 
and gases be formed varying somewhat iu 
their constituent parts, owing undoubtedly 
to the difference in the heat, the amount of 
carbon present, and tbe pressure to which 
disassociated gases are subject to in the 
bowels of the earth. In this case carbon 
and hydrogen play the most important 
part, as in the real inaphtha oxygen is not 
at all represented and in the other hydro­ 
carbon but sparingly. In the natural gas, 
however, oxygen may be present, associated 
with carbon as carbon oxide, or even as 
carbonic acid gas. 
In the production of “water gas,” when 
superheated steam is forced through retorts 
of highly-heated coke, this reaction fre­ 
quently takes place, and instead of produc­ 
ing hydrogen gas, carbonic oxide or car­ 
bonic acid is produced, the latter not at all 
desirable in gas intended for beat or light. 
The latter gases are due to lower tempera­ 
tures. Professor Mendeleef, upon this 
theory, produced his aitificia! petroleum. 
The molten iron, charged with carbon in 
some form, and decomposed water fur­ 
nished the foundation for the work. The 
oretically, the oxygen in the decomposed 
water associated itself with the iron, form­ 
ing an acid, while tbe hydrogen atoms an­ 
nexed themselves to the carbon, forming a 
hydro-carbon. 
Heretofore ,it was supposed that no me­ 
tallic iron existed on this globe, excepting 
what conaes to us from other worlds as me­ 
teors, but recently discoveries have been 
made in Greenland, through the instru­ 
mentality of the natives of that region, wbo 
were in possession of iron known not to 
have been drawn from civilized nations. 
These natives forged their own weapons 
out of this iron, the locality cf which they 
kept secret, but Professor Nordenskjolii, 
the explorer, finally discovered on the 
island of Disco immense blocks of this 
iron. Otten it was yet inclosed in huge 
beds of basalt, out of which this terrestrial 
iron was weathered. This iron showed 
the same characteristics as meteoric iron 
when a smooth or polished part was edged 
with an acid—that is, it showed the “Wid- 
raannstattian” lines. Those wbo are suf­ 
ficiently interested may examine a speci­ 
men exhibited in the collection of theState 
Mineralogist in San Francisco. The me­ 
teoric iron npon which tbe test was made 
bad fallen iu Mexico or South America. 
This, then, it appears will es ablish the 
fact tbat metallic iron may be expected in 
tbe interior of ihe earth. 
Returning to natural gas, and the locali­ 
ties where it may be discovered, it appears, 
then, tbat it must be searched for at tbe 
foot of mountain ranges, as the Coast 
Range, and from this it may even be ex­ 
pected that in the vicinity of San Francisco, 
on either side of the bay, the borings—if 
sufficiently deep—might meet with eome 
success, for these hills are still being grad­ 
ually (and some day probably will be more 
suddenly) pushed upward. Tbe proof of 
this may be found in a recent publication, 
wbich stated tbat before tbe occupation by 
our people sufficient living water was 
fouod to eupply even the present popula­ 
tion of San Francisco. 
The writer was informed by one of our 
noted civil engineers, that tbe gas on this 
coast is always associated with water. 
While this may be fully admitted as trnth, 
as far as tbe borings have been pushed, it 
may also be possible tbat deeper down gas 
alone may be met with, and tLat tbe water 
coming to the surface is simply charged 
with tbe gas, under more or less pressure. 
It seems plain enough that the natural 
laboratory producing gas that burns in the 
air, or oxygen, must be at a depth where 
water would be instantly decomposed by 
heat. Therefore, the origin of such gas, 
by the aid of water, and without the re­ 
quisite heat and pressure, cannot take place, 
l’o the chemist the carbon plays an impor­ 
tant part. How is that element to be 
squeezed out of cold wateri It is true, 
tbe gas known as carbonic acid con­ 
tains carbon, but that gas is not to be 
burned—in fact, is never desired in illu­ 
minating or water pas, and must be re­ 
moved from both of tbe artificially-pro­ 
duced gases. By the removal of one atom 
of oxygen by decomposition it is turned 
into carbODic 
oxide, of en seen in 
your stoves burning with a beautiful blue 
dame, and this gas is probably present in 
tbe natural gas. 
T int water m ayplaya part in tbepressure 
of g8S from the wells produced by mau need 
not be doubted, for the reason tbat tbe 
pressure is not in all ceses constant during 24 
bonrs, and tbis may be attributed to tbe 
tides. A larger column of water over or 
under heromed-in air or gas would produce 
a correspondingly larger pressure, and some 
of the gas wells in the East record 374 
pounds to the square in^h, which, if con­ 
nected wiib an air engine, ought to produce 
some direct force without beat. 
Those who bave passed some time in 
physical and chemical laboratories know 
ibat there are devices wbich generate gases 
according to the pressure tbe gas exercises 
upon a fluid. We will take “Kipp’s Gen 
erator,” composed of three ela6s vessels— 
tbe lower containing the chemical parts 
from which tbe gas is generated by the con 
tact of an acid; the upper vessel contains 
tbe liquid of a diluted acid, and reaches 
to the 
solid 
to 
be 
decomposed. 
Tbe gas generated passes from the lower 
one to the second one, where there is an 
outlet. If open, the process goes on; if 
sbui, the pressure of the gas from the 
second to tbe lower vessel forces the liquid 
into tbe upper one to tbe last drop, if the 
pressure is sufficiently stroDg. If the col 
nmn of water above is great tbe gas must 
under correspondingly greater pressure be­ 
low. be greater also above. 
Now, we wi 1 admit tbat in the deepest 
parts of the Atlantic or Pacific Ocean there 
are fissures leading down to tbe very old- 
1 fashioned “Hade?,' or where water is liable 
j to be decomposed. If fire tabes the place 
! of the acid, there is some analogy. Fur­ 
; ther, tbs pressure upon the ocean not being 
constant, m ast have something to do with 
; it—not oniy influenced by the water alone, 
but aiso atmospheric pressure upon the 
1 r cean s surface may bave something to d 


¡ tunneling under water as well ts mount­ 
ains, where large quantities of water are in 
close proximity, the air pressure will keep 
the water from the works; or, in other 
words, gravitation is overcome. Thus the 
cooped up gas may exercise some tuch 
part, although unseen. 
The writer has never read in any work 
any similar analogy or theory brought out. 
Tbis idea is original, yet to the more ad­ 
vanced in science, this little idol or idea set 
up would require but little mental effort to 
smash it into very small fragments. Still 
there may be worse reasoning than here 
represented upon this subject. True it is 
tbat beat and water play very important 
parts upon the surface of tbis globe. May 
we not expect, when islands ere pushed 
out of the ocean and volcanoes torm upon 
them, that there also alternately fire (heat) 
and water rule until their forces are spent? 
At tbe noted watering-place of Kissingen 
(Bavaria), about one and one-half miles 
above the towD, along the river Saalle, 
there is located a very deep well formerly 
used for the production of salt, but at pres­ 
ent tbe gas and water are both utilized iu 
re-establishing health to man. The well is 
closed in, somewhat like the skylights on 
the ocean steamers. Under this device the 
gas is cooped up under pressure aud led in 
pipes over the large bathing establishment, 
etc. The gas is used direct for throat 
diseases and ailments of tbe ear, etc. At a 
certain time (12 si. to 2 p. s i) there is 
noticed in this well a tremendous agitation 
and boiling, wbich subsequently subsides 
to a normal state. It always occurs at cer­ 
tain hours, and the agitations more or less 
violent. The gas is principally carbonic 
acid gas, and cannot be ignited. 
As the undersigned has twice visited 
Kissingen while sojourning in Europe, he 
is acquainted with the above-named phe­ 
nomenon, which, in tbis case, may be due 
to water pressure, or not. The origin of 
carboDic acid in such large quantities, and 
tbat of natural gas, may differ considerably. 
Much, after all, is yet theory.J ohn E it e l.

SHIELDS IS FEEE. 
T he Y oung M an Slips T h ro u g h th e F in ­ 
g ers o f tlie L aw 's Iro n H and. 
Berjamin F. Shields, the young man 
who was arrested recently for ruining a 
young girl named Kate Mantz, and also 
had a charge of assaulting Frank Cosby 
with a deadly weapon hanging over him, is 
now entirely free from the supposedly piti­ 
less grasp of the law. 
When the seduction case was called in 
the Police Court yesterday forenoon 
Shields’ attorney, E. C. Hart, formally no­ 
tified Judge Buckley that Shields had mar­ 
ried the girl, aud thus, ut.der an Act passed 
by the last Legislature, no prosecution on 
the charge couid follow. 
The Court could not do otherwise than 
order the charge dismissed. 
The young man was, however, tried on 
the assault charge. Frank Cosby testified 
that about a week ago be met Shields and 
Miss Mautz on the corner of Fourteenth 
and F streets. He spoke to the young lady, 
being acquainted with her. “Immediately 
she lett Shields and went into my bouse,” 
continued Cosby, “aud then I turned to 
Shields, and, as it was raining, asked him 
if he wouldn’t go into the house, 
too. 
He 
told 
me 
it 
was 
none of my business what he did. I got 
mad then and told him I would make it 
my business. When I approached him he 
drew a pistol and struck me over the head 
with it. Then be pointed it at me und 
threatened to blow my brains out, and I 
lefc at once in search of an officer.” 
Attorney H alt subjected Cosby to a vig­ 
orous cross-examination, and succeeded in 
bringing out the fact tbat tbe witness did 
not feel over friendly toward Shields. 
Judge Buckley interrupted the examina­ 
tion to announce that the character of 
Cosby's testimony was not the kind that 
would convict Shields, and when it was 
stated that no stronger evidence could be 
offered his Honor dismissed the cese. 
Shields smiled triumphantly and left the 
Court-room a free man. 
MATUTA’S “TIME.” 
T lie F estiv e .Jap's A dv entu res R elated in 
tlie P olice C onrt. 
Joseph Kelly, the negro who, with Lin­ 
coln Plantón and Joseph Peaters, were ar­ 
rested Friday night for robbing a Japanese 
youth named William Matuta, better 
known as Japanese Bill, of $200, was ex­ 
amined in the Police Court yesterday, 
while the cases of Peaters and Plantón were 
continued until to-morrow. 
It was shown by tbe testimony that the 
Jap, having received $212 for work per­ 
formed by him as cook at the Boca Mill, 
started out Friday afternoon for a “time.” 
During his meanderings he ran afoul of 
Kelly, who, npon learning that the Jap 
had considerable money, volunteered to 
act as pilot and companion during the 
Jap’s carousals. 
After visiting various 
saloons, and imbibing frequeutlv, Ibey 
wound up in a disreputable L-strtet dive, 
where Matuta became helplessly drunk. 
Kelly here relieved liim of $200, and then 
started off for a “time” of his own. He 
gave his partner Plantón $20, and deposited 
$160 for safe keeping with Peaters, who is 
a barkeeper at another L street groggery. 
He treated everybody, and was impressing 
the denizens of L street with the belief tbat 
he had fallen heir toa million or two when 
police officers Franks and Carroll grabbed 
him and took him to jail. 
Kelly essayed to explain to the Court that 
Matuta gave him the money, bat the slory 
was too gauzy, and Judge Buckley ordered 
him held to answer the charge of grand 
larceny before the Superior Court in bonds 
of $2.44». 
It being shown tbat tbe Jap 
was contemplating a trip to Teeoma, tbe 
Court aiso ordered him placed under bonds 
iu order to insure bis appearance as a wit­ 
ness in the Superior Court. 
WEATHER JOTTINGS. 
S ignal O bserv er H arw ich 's K rratic B a- 
ro m e te r—R ain fall an d T em p eratu re. 
The rain-storm of yesterday, according to 
tbe Signal Service reports, was preceded by 
a lapidly-falltng barometer and brisk to 
high southerly winds. The reading of the 
instrument at 5 o'clock yesterday morning 
was 39.04 inches, while at 11 a . m. it had 
fallen to 29 85; 1 p. M., 29.72, and at 2:10 p. 
m. to 29 70 inches, from which time it 
began rising. 
From 5 a . m . to 2:10 p. m . yesterday the 
fall of the barometer was about .34 of an 
inch in about niDP hou:s. Tbe wind 
howled and hummed through ihe streets 
and around the coiners, causing loose 
signs to swing and scrtccli upon their 
rusty hinges. 
The rainfall up to 5 o’clock last evening 
was .52 of an inch, making 6 40 inches for 
this month and 15 57 inches for tbe season, 
as against 7.26 inches to a corresponding 
date last year. 
The temperature at 5 a . m . and 5 p. sr. 
was 42° and 43°, while tbe highest ami 
lowest was 48° and 40°, as against 53° and 
49° on the same date last year. The high­ 
est and lowest temperature one year ago 
to-day was 58° and 50°. 
Tbe wind’s extreme velocity yesterday 
was between forty and fifty miles per hour, 
attaining a maximum of from tweuty four 
to twenty-eight miles per hour on numer­ 
ous occasions during the windy arguments 
of tbe atmospheric elements.

A few days since a R ecord U n ion re­ 
porter fell in with Chief Engineer O Meara 
of the Fire Department and Fire Commis­ 
sioner Slater while these officials were pay­ 
ing visits of inspection to some of tbe 
engine-houses, and joined them. The Fire 
Commissioners had recently authorized 
Chief O'Meara to bave certain repairs made 
to the house of Engine No. 1, and tbe re­ 
porter was shown through the building. A 
few months ago this bouse had tbe reputa­ 
tion of being in tbe worst condition of any 
in the department, aud the transformation 
it has undergone is remarkable. The in­ 
terior of the building has been thoroughly 
renovated throughout, and is now a credit 
to the city. A new and solid floor has been 
put in, and the broken plastered ceiling re­ 
placed by one of varnished wood. The 
walls are newly calcimiued and tinted,and 
the wood-work neatly painted. 
The sink which formerly occupied a con­ 
spicuous place just inside the front door 
has been removed to the rear of the main 
room, where also a place bes been arranged 
for keeping the hay for the horses. Every­ 
thing about the place was in the best of 
order, not a speck of dirt being visible, and 
not an article out of its place. 
The upper story was found in equally 
as good order. la tbe front is the firemen's 
sitting-room, neatly furnished, and the 
bedrooms were also models of neatness and 
comfort. Iu tbe rear of the latter a neat 
bathroom and closet has been fitted up, 
also a rouu with iccker for repair materi­ 
als, hats, etc. The painters'and calcimim- 
ers have also done good work there. 
Returning to the lower floor, Chief 
O’Meara requested engineer George Cross­ 
man to call out tbe horns, that the re­ 
porter might see how well they were 
drilled. There were three horses iu the 
neat stalls in the rear end of the room, all 
facing toward the street. Engineer Cross­ 
man pressed an electric button on the 
south wall of the room, and with the rapid­ 
ity of magic a gas jet in the rear of the 
room blazed up; the same movement auto­ 
matically released a weight that held closed 
the doors in fiont of the horses' stalls; the 
latter flew open and the large, sleek and 
powerful horses bounded forth and trotted 
briskly to their places in front of the en­ 
gine and hose carriage. A single move­ 
ment of the engineer’s arm caused the har­ 
ness to drop upon their backs, the clasps 
on the ends of tbe collars snapped as the 
latter came together and all was in readi­ 
ness for a run. 
The Chief stated that just fifteen seconds 
were required (a quarter of a minute) from 
tbe moment an alarm was received to 
start the engine on its way to the fire. 
Not only has the house been placed in 
fine condition, but the fire engine itself has 
received considerable attention. The wheels 
have been provided with new steel tirts an 
inch in thickness, as also have those of the 
hosecarriage, thus lessening the liability 
to accidents. In short, Engine No. 1, its 
house, and all appurtenances thereto, are 
now in tbe very best possihle condition, 
thanks to the good judgment of the gentle­ 
men composing the Board of Fire Commis­ 
sioners, and the energy and ability dis­ 
played by Chief O’Meara. The cost of 
these improvements amounted to $1,600, of 
which $1,400 was expended on the interior 
of the house and engine, and $200 in lay­ 
ing a cement waik in front of the house, 
and a granite-block driveway from the door 
to the street. 
The party next paid a visit to the rew 
hook and ladder house, on Sixth street, 
between K and L. Here was found ready 
for service the Kimball truck, wbich had 
been recently repairid and put into serv­ 
ice for winter use. The truck is supplied 
with new wheels throughout, two new 
ladders, and a place beneath fcr bolding 
the firemen's working clothes, ropts, axes, 
etc. The footboard on each side has also 
been extended, so that twenty men can 
now be carried on the truck in going to a 
tire. The truck has been handsomely 
painted and varnished, and all at an ex­ 
pense of only $126. 
The Hayes truck, which is much larger 
and heavier, has been removed for the 
winter to the old Pavilion, where it stands 
in readiness for work, and can be started 
on five minutes’ notice. Owing to the ter­ 
ribly muddy condition of the ungradtd 
streets, it has been found uecessary to dis­ 
pense with the use of the heavy Hayes 
truck, unless a fire should occur in some 
high structure down town, on the paved 
streets. Outside of the latter, the Kimball 
truck is deemed competent for any emer­ 
gency. The latter carries two Babcock 
fire-extinguishers, in addition to its other 
paraphernalia. 
The hook and ladder house—which is 
one of tbe best arranged and handsomest, 
of which any city in the Slate can boast— 
was found to be "as neat and tidy as indus­ 
trious bauds couid make it. Mr. Ladd, the 
driver of the truck, sees that everything is 
kept in its place aud in proper condition. 
The horses, like those of engine No. 1. are 
splendid animals—large, powerful, spirited 
aud tractable. 
Indeed, as regards the-teams for the sev­ 
eral engines, trucks aud hose carriages, the 
city hai been very fortunate. And here, 
again, the excellent business tact displayed 
by the Fire Commissioners and Chief En­ 
gineer is deserving of commendation. The 
team belonging to engine No. 1 are hand­ 
some bays, five years old, and worth 
probably $SIX). Tney wers purchased only 
a few months ago for $450. The horses 
employed to haul the hook and ladder 
truck are equally fine and valuable, and 
cost the city even less than those of No. l ’s 
engine. 
¿'rom Messrs. O’Meara and Slater it was 
learned that all the other tire department 
property was in as good condition a? that 
inspected. The city is the owner of three 
steam Amcskeag engines, one Clapp & 
Jones engine, a Hayea hook and ladder 
truck, and a Kimball hook and ladder 
outfit. There are six host-car's, two of 
which were made bv II M. Bernaid of 
this city, one by Hill ,S Son, and two were 
made in Stockton. There is one four­ 
wheeled hose carriage of the Amoskeag 
pattern. Each hose carriage is provided 
with SCO ieet of first-class hose, which la 
much more than is us d in other cities. 
Tbe men iu charge of the various houses 
say ¡hey have no grievances to complain 
of; that the Fire Commissioners and Chief 
O'Meara refuse no requests for arricies or 
repairs that they find to be necessary, and 
that the de| ailm ent is in a most efficient 
condi tioD.

IN BEAUTIFUL CAFAY. 


C olonel M em lell Talles M ore F ree ly of 
H is In v estig atio n . 
A reporter of the Sau Fraucisco Bulletin 
yesterday had an interview with Colonel 
Mendell regarding the results oí his in­ 
vestigation of the condition of the river in 
the vicinity of the Payne break in the 
Yolo levee, during which he said: “I now 
feel convinced, and I think others who 
were at first alarmed ieel as I do, that tbe 
reports regarding the river were much ex­ 
aggerated. I consider there is no imme­ 
diate danger of the river changing its 
course, and I think the Governor is now 
of that opinion also. We fouud the break 
in tbe levee to be about six hundred ieet 
long, or wide, whichever way mav you 
consider it. By my direction iiaj >r Heu?r 
went off in a skiff and was pulied by two 
men through the break, sounding as he 
went. A gentleman designated by tlie 
Governor, Mr. Humbert, was permitted iw 
accompany Major Hener. 
The latter 
found an average dep h of twelve feet on 
the break. 
In the river, right off tbe 
break, soundings showed a depth of twenty- 
four feet. 
“The water bas, of coarse, washed the 
levee there away entirely and possibly some 
of the solid bank of ihe river, but how 
much we could not judge. The bank at 
the break was cut about four feet below 
high-water mark. The sand bar below tbe 
break had considerably lessened since Mr. 
Grucsky sounded there last week. Where 
we found fally twelve feet of water he then 
found only three or four feet. The river 
yesterday was rising slowly. 
“Oar examination was, from the nature 
of thiDgs, somewhat superficial. A mere 
thorough examination should be made, 
taking a week or more for the purpose. 
My report has been telegraphed to Wash­ 
ington, bnt as to whether we will he in­ 
structed to do any woik on the river, I can­ 
not say. Tbe bill at Washington w hich 
wa3 put through so promptly was. as I u n ­ 
derstand, simply a removal of the restric­ 
tion on the appropriation. This restriction 
vras to the effect that the funds of the ap 
propriation should not be avail ride until 
official report was made that hydraulic

C h ic a g o , December 21st.—The work of 
preparation for the prosecution of the Cro­ 
nin jury-bribing case has been already be­ 
gun in the State’s A ttorney’s office. The 
im portance of this prosecution has as yet 
been hardly realized in full by the general 
public, but as the facts in connection with 
it unfold themselves the m agnitude of the 
case is being gradually revealed. 
It is not 
alone the prospect of bringing to justice 
the bailiffs, lawyers, clerks and other dupes 
who are charged with actually attempting 
to execute the work of corrupting justice 
at its fountain head that has nerved the 
State’s Attorney to the immediate under­ 
taking of the prosecution, but also the 
prospect that before it is ended it may lead 
at least to the conviction of the instigators 
of the m urder and the attem pted crimes 
which followed it. 
“Evidence of the most surprising char­ 
acter has been liowing in upon us from the 
start,” said one of the principal attorneys 
in the prosecution to-day, “in fact,” he 
added, “ evidence of great importance in 
the m urder case itself kept coming in right 
along. Some of it was of the most con­ 
clusive character on the question of con­ 
spiracy, but it came too late to get it in. 
As 
regards 
this jury-bribing business, 
every day th at passes adds to the strength 
of the information in our hands, aud the 
case may be the most sensational denoue­ 
m ent of this whole gigantic criD’e and 
conspiracy.” 
“A statem ent of all that transpired in the 
jury-rootn will be prepared in a day or 
two,” said juror Bontecou, “and then the 
public will know just what occurred.” 
“ W ill the sta'em ent be signed by the 
twelve jurym en ?” 
“ By eleven, not twelve. One of the jury- 
ruen, 1 won’t say who, is now engaged in 
getting expressions from the rest of the ju ­ 
rors regarding a statem ent to the public. 
The statem ent will speak for itself and will 
be a lengthy one, because nothing will be 
left out.” 
Mr Bontecou gave some interesting remi­ 
niscences of the neatly three m onths of 
jury service. “The bailiffs kept pretty close 
to us all the tim e,” he said, "but thiDgs 
happened that should not have occurred. 
For instance, I was allowed to go home and 
see m y wife several times. On one of these 
occasions a prom inent m an—a very prom i­ 
nent m an—managed to get close enough to 
me to say, w ithout the bailiff heariog it: 
‘Now, do your duty and hang every one of 
them .’ 
On another occasion, another, a 
friend of one of the jurors, who got close 
enough, said to him: 
‘If you don’t hang 
’em we'll give it to you.’ 
Now, of course, 
we ought net to have heard that. It didn’t 
influence us one way or another, but it 
gave us an idea of the feeling outside.”

December 21st.—The jurori 
John Culver, of the Cronin case notoriety 
sends to the Daily News a loD g statem ent 
in answer to public strictures on his con­ 
duct in the case. 
He says in part that he 
was sworn to try the case according to law 
and the evidence. 
H e had no idea he 
would be required to satisfy popular clamor, 
and thinks that jury trials have become a 
farce if it is true that one m ust suit his vpr- 
dict to the demands of newspapers or pub­ 
lic opinions. 
If indesd the newspapers express, instead 
of m anufacturing public opinion, then is 
he maligned and his action attributed to 
that most contem ptible of all corruption, 
bribery, his religion derided, and even his 
wife and family dragged into it to enhance 
the sensation.

when their verdict happens not to be in 
accord w ith his desires.

A C old R a in in th e V a lley a n d Snow 
S torm s in th e H ills. 


Y 'r e k a , December 21st.—A heavy snow­ 
storm is prevailing, with indications of a 
lo D g continuance. 


S is s o n , December 2tst. — The biggest 
snow-Btorm of the season. 
It is snowing 
and drifting terribly. The snow is tnree 
feet deep, with prospect of a big storm. 
Snow-plows are busy at work. All trains 
are arriving about on time. 


S h a s t a , December 21st.—The long-con­ 
tinued storm which has raged here almost 
incessantly for the past m onth still con­ 
tinues, with no prospect of ceasing. The 
only damage done here as yet is the wash 
ing out of county roads and the railroad 
track. 
A heavy wind and rain storm pre­ 
vailed here nearly all day to-day, and snow 
fell to the depth of eighteen inches seven 
m iles north of here. The rainfall at this 
place for tbe twenty-four hours ending 
noon to day, was 2 82 inches, m aking a 
total of 56 inches for the season. 
It is now 
cloudy, with wind strong from the south, 
with every indication of more rain. 


R e d d in g (Cal ), 6:30 p. m ., December21st. 
—It is cold, windy and disagreeable. The 
rained ceased at 4 p . m . 
No damage is re­ 
ported. A t this writing the sky is clear, 
but there is little doubt but that the storm 
will commence again, as the sun set in 
dark clonda. 


R e d B l u f f , December 21st—We have 
occasional rains, which keep the river well 
up. The continued rain is discouraging to 
the farmers who have not seeded.

sown grain has not yet been injured. 


C h ic o , December 21st.—A storm of wind 
and rain commenced early this m orning 
and continued until 3 o'clock this after­ 
noon, when it cleared off.

W hen Miller, however, attem pted to 
take her in Court, the scene was so pa­ 
thetic that tbe spectators interfered, and 
the grandparents promised to accompany 
the child to the depot. 
Arrived there, tbe 
same thing took place again. 
The little 
girl ran to a reporter for protection, and 
the newspaper m an was roundly cheered 
when he threatened to knock the father 
down if he touched her. The child, the 
father and the grandparents returned to a 
hotel, and this m orning another attem pt 
was made to get away. 
The Mayor of Om aha and a large num ­ 
ber of prom inent citizens were at the depot. 
Miller tried to take tbe child again, and the 
grandparents accompanied him across the 
river.

C .), December 21st.—Tim o­ 
thy F. I/ee, Special Im m igrant Inspector of 
the U nited States Treasury Departm ent, 
who was detailed to irm s.isate m e recent 
outrages on im ported French and Germ an 
laborers at the Horseshoe phosphate m ines 


in Carleton county, has prepared his report 
to Secretary W indom . 
After giving an account of tbe trip to the 
mines, Inspector Lee proceeds as "follows: 
“ The whole trouble is due to the false rep­ 
resentations made to the people in New 
Y’ork, who know nothing about our coun­ 
try or our laws, by the paid runners of 
W illiam Orlando, who is a big ‘padrone’ in 
New York, who represented to this last 
batch that they could m ake from $1 50 to 
$2 50 per day easily. 
W hen the men came 
here and tried the worn for two days and 
found they could not m ake fifty cents per 
day, four of them , speaking little English, 
quit work and started to leave quietly for 
the railroad station to walk to Charleston. 
“Hertz, m anager of the m ines, rode to 
the station ahead of them , got out a war­ 
rant for the rioters and had them all ar­ 
rested while tram ping peacefully to the 
station. 
“The Horseshoe M ining Company of Col­ 
leton county is worked in a very inhum an 
m anner. The Italians who are working 
there at the present tim e are treated like 
dogs, guarded w ith rifles and kicked, and 
reports say on two occasions shot, whether 
fatally or not I could not find out. 
This 
last batch of laborers were housed like cat­ 
tle, on beds of rice straw, w ith no covering 
whatever, and the nights here at this time 
of the year are biting cold. 
The food pro­ 
vided is not tit for n man who has to per­ 
form heavy m anual labor. 
“The foremen and bosses are Italian 
padrones, and you cannot get in a word 
sideways with one of the workmen w ithout 
having one of these drop at your side, and 
then the workman is as close as an ovster 
through fear. 
“ William Orlando is the head padrone. 
He stays in New Y’ork the principal part of 
the time, and sends his runners to different 
p ia o s where Italian, FreDch and German 
im m igrants congregate.

place of supply is at the em ploym ent 
aaency kept by a Germ an named H enry 
Falgen.”—

X avier Francois Picunez, a French bur­ 
glar and m urderer, who fled to this country 
four years ago, has been arrested in the 
Pardee coal mines, in Pennsylvania, nearly 
a mile under ground, by a detective. H e is 
now held for extradition.

ALL ABOUND THE W0BLD. 


The production of Brazilian coffee lias 
been doubled w ithin the last ten years. 
The English Board of Trade reports 509 
strikes during 1888, w ith S8,000 strikers. 
T he youngest officer in her M ajesty’s 
service isa Second L ieutenant of exactly 
eighteen. 
There is advertised for sale in W orcester­ 
shire a piece of property on a lease which 
has 1,711 years yet to run. 
It was made for 
2,090 years in 1600. 
The Southern Pacific Company has made 
preparations for fencing both sides of its 
tracks in Oregon. 
It will require 700 
miles, and will cost $168,000. 
A New Y'ork man proposes to revive the 
ancient sport of falconry at his country seat 
in New Jersey, and has gone to Europe to 
procure the birds and trainer. 
Frank Crone, a w ealthy m erchant of 
E rie county, Ohio, was m arried the other 
day to his sister’s granddaughter. 
The 
groom is sixty-five aud the bride twenty- 
four. 
M any Berlin butchers have gone into 
bankrujitcy in consequence of the con­ 
tinued prohibition of the im portation of 
cattle and pigs. 
A nother consequence is a 
scarcity of fat stock throughout Germany, 
and the consumption of horseflesh is in­ 
creasing. 
In Berlin alone seventy horses a 
day are slaughtered, the flesh being eagerly 
bought at moderate prices. 
T he consumption of horse flesh in Ber­ 
lin is increasing. 
Last m onth the Ber­ 
liners ate 816 horses, against 610 in Octo­ 
ber, 1888. 
For various reasons, however, 
the working people in the Prussian capital 
do not eat so m uch horse as the poorer 
classes of other Germ an cities, 
konigs- 
berg, for instance, w ith about the same 
population as Rochester, consumed 340 
horses last m onth. 
The deepest bore in the world, claimed 
at different tim es for a num ber of places, 
is, according to the latest accounts, at 
Schladebach, a small Germ an village near 
Leipsic. 
I t measures 17,484 meters^ or 
about 5,735 feet. 
T he tim e expended in 
boring to this depth amounted to six years, 
at a cost of $52,500. 
A peculiar experi­ 
ence encountered in connection w ith this 
and other deep holes in ditierent parts of 
Germ any is, according to Unland’s Wochen- 
sen//, th at the observed tem perature, while 
steadily increasing with th e depth, show a 
sm aller ratio of increase in the lower 
strata. 
A monster crocodile, m easuring 17 feet 
3 inches, was killed in the H oughly river 
at U tterpara, India, in front of Baboo 
Joykissen Mookerjee’s library. 
The super­ 
intendent of the Dakinsliaw powder maga­ 
zine liad tried eight shots unsuccessfully, 
when Baboo Sivnarayan Moofcerjee a r­ 
rived, and lodged three Snider rifle bullets 
in its head, and thus m ortally wounded it. 
The anim al, exasperated and nearly done 
to death, made for the bank, and on reach­ 
ing it was again assailed by the Baboo 
w ith a fourth bullet, which put an end to 
its life. 
T he carcass made its appearance 
on the surface of the river and was dragged 
ashore by some boatmen, who exhibited it 
afterward to the inhabitants.
